Federation of House Builders, held at Man- 
chester, Mr. G. Anstee Perks, F.1.0.B., Pre- 
sident of the Federation, presiding, the Sec-

A tablet, to commemorate the gift by the 
late Lord Iveagh of a portion of the ground 
whereon University College, Earlsfort terrace, 


stands, has just hen completed. — It 
is of marble, and alabaster, _ richly 
carved and gilded, hearing the Iveagh 


arms nnd the arms of the College, in proper 
heraldic colours. The main slab is of black 
Kilkenny marble, and the slab bearing the 
inscription is of golden-yellow Sienna marble.

~ £200,000 FOR DUBLIN 
ELECTRICITY. 


The Minister for Local Government, and 
Public Health has received a communication 
from the Electricity Supply Board in regard 
to the expenditure on the electricity under- 
taking, and he has given his sanction to the 
raising of a loan of £200,000 to meet the 
following expenditure, which has been 
approved by the Electricity Supply Board— 
namely : 
(a) £20,000 in respect of trunk feeders, 
Pigeon House to Fleet street. 
(b) £40,000 boiler plant and accessories. 
(c) £120,000 water main, Liffey 1 unnel, 
extensions sub-station, feeder cables, 
housing schemes, showrooms and sales. 


(d) £20,000 turbine set. 
AN ARCHITECT'S FEES. 


In the Court of Appeal, London, before 
Lords Justices Scrutton, Greer, and Sankey, 
Mr. Charles Frederick Mitchell, carrying on 
business as Birdwood and Mitchell, architects, 
appealed from a judgment of Mr. Justice 
Rowlatt in the King’s Bench Division allow- 
ing him only 100 guineas in respect of his 
claim to £431 odd for professional services 
rendered as an architect to the defendants, 
Messrs. B. A. T. Hammond, of Brompton 
road, London, 8.W. 

Mr. Robert Fortune, for appellant, said the 
claim was.to recover architect’s fees payable 
upon a written contract in respect of the de- 
velopment of a site in Upner Brook street, 
W., if the.development of the site took place. 
The plaintiff's case was that the agreement 
was that 4 per cent. should be paid to him 
for acting as architect in connection with the 
development of the site in question. The 
scheme, however. never fructified. Tenders 
were got, but thev exceeded the price at 
which building could be wndertaken. The 
plaintiff then sued upon the agreement for 
two-thirds of the 4 per cent. represented by 


a figure of £400 odd. Under the rules of the 


R.I.B.A.. the remuneration for uncompleted 
work in the ordinary way was two-thirds. 
The only claim in the action was for two- 


thirds of the agreed 4 per cent., but Mr. 
Testice Rowlatt gave judgment for the plain- 
tiff for 100 guineas on a quantum meruit 
basis, although a claim on such a hasis was 
never put forward in the action. The com. 
plaint he (counsel) made was that the 
evidence was never directed to a case founded 
on a quantum meruit. 

Wtihout calling upon counsel for the re- 
spondents (defendants), Lord Justice Scrut- 
fon. in giving judgment dismissing the ap- 
peal. said it was agreed that 4 by cent. 
should be paid to the plaintiff. Mr. Mitchell, 
on the assumption that the bnilding would be 
erected and completed. In the circumstances 
of this case. which was both a speculation by 
the architect and the builder. the architect 
could not. sav he was entitled to two-thirds 
for a building that had not heen completed. 
Lords Justices Greer and Sankey concurred, 
and the appeal was accordingly dismissed, 
with costs.

T is a period that has not yet been 
sufficiently appreciated by our historians. 
Generally speaking, the first years of that 
century have been neglected to the profit 
of the last. They contrast. One was a 
period of social and political prosperity, 
fine manners, great oratory, in comparison 
with which the Dublin of King William's 
reign has seemed to have been sunk in 
provincial barbarism. But it was not so, 
m fact.

OTHER ADVENTURES. 
On the accession of Anne, he went to 
Berlin, where he entertained the Queen 
of Prussia with his opinions, and wrote 
the “Letters to Silene.’’ In 1707 he 
urged Britain to war with France; and 
after that he visited Prague, and, being 
in hard straits, threw himself on the 
mercy of the Irish Franciscans there, who 
testified that he belonged to “the most 
ancient family in the history of Ireland 
for seven hundred years.” His industry 
was amazing; but he could never Iift 
himself above penury, One notes the 
variety of his interests; he wrote a “‘ Life 
of Milton’’ and a “ Poetica] Description 
of Epsom,’’ a “History of the Irish 
Druids,”’ and a ‘‘ Confutation of Spinoza,” 
a book on medicine: “ Physics Without 
Physicians,’’ and a further work cn 
religion, “ Panthasticon.’’ 
Great nobles were his patrons, but they 
did not save him from misery. As he lay 
sick he wrote to Lord Molesworth, the 
Lord Lieutenant, reflecting on “ physicians 
and the injustice of the world.” Moles- 
worth replied: “Adieu, be cheerful, and 
think of going with me to Ireland.” He 
died at Putney, and was there buried. 
TOLAND’S DOUBLE-FACE. 
His characteristics were industry, love 
of irony and paradox, an imprudent 
candour, and a taste for religious disputes 
in coffee houses. He has been described, 
without much fineness of judgment, as a 
predecessor of Voltaire. But, really, the 
irony of “Christianity Not Mvsterious’’ 
tells more against ‘rationalism than 
against orthodoxy, and probably was 
meant to do so. In his later works, in 
contrast to other early ‘ free-thinkers,”’ 
he did not overlook the significance of 
myth and history; nor ask that 
Christianity should coincide with what was. 
called “natural religion’’; and he wrote 
(anticipating Hume and Kant, rather than 
Voltaire) that “the only demonstration 
of the soul’s immortality is from Divine 
Authority.”’ His Deism in later life 
turned into a mystical pantheism, the 
result (we may believe) of his passion for 
Trish antiquity, as well-as of his study of 
G. Bruno. Bishop Berkeley had him in 
mind in this passage from the ‘‘Dialogues 
of Alciphron ” :— 
“I knew a late witty gentleman of our 
sect who was a great admirer of the 
ancient Druids. He had a _ mortal 
antipathy to established religion, but 
used to say he would like well to see 
the Druids and their religion restored 
... for it would be right that there 
should be a number of contemplative 
men set apart to preserve a knowledge of 
art and science, to educate youth, and 
teach them the immortality of the soul.” 
A jibe at Toland’s Celticism; yet 
Berkeley’s own end as an Anglican among 
the neo-Platonists and shadowy Egyptian 
magic had its analogies with the end of his 
compatriot, a Druid among eighteenth 
century rationalists. What was most odd, 
however, about Toland was the way in 
which Ireland and Irish things held him, 
although he had deserted the cause of his 
own people so early and so fully. One 
would think he would have wished to 
forget his country: but he was wont all 
his life to recall his Irish-speaking child- 
hood, as he ran barefoot along the 
Donegal strand; and, as the author of a 
“History of the Celtic Religion,” he 
hoped to found a Celtic Renaissance more 
comprehensive than any imagined by 
modern poets or Gaelic Leaguers.

The Centre of the World. 


A recent traffic-census, taken at aJl the 
most important thoroughfares in London, 
reveals the fact that 60,000 vehicles pass 
through Piccadilly Circus. every twenty- 
four hours.

SIR A. ROSTRON’S CAREER. 


Captain Sir Arthur H. Rostron, who com- 
mands the Cunarder Berengaria, has been ap- 
pointed Commodore of the Cunard Fleet, in 
succession to the late Commodore Sir James 
Charles. 

Sir Arthur, who was born at Bolton, Lan- 
cashire, in 1869, joined the Cunard service in 
1895. In August, 1907 he was given his first 
command, the Brescia, which was engaged in 
the company’s Mediterranean trade. e has 
received many honours. For his rescue work 
in the Carpathia, when the Titanic was sunk, 
he was received by President Taft at the 
White House, Washington, and presented 
with a letter of thanks signed by the Presi- 
dent. Later he was presented by President 
Taft with the Congressional Medal of 
Honour, the highest honour which the 
United States could confer.

On arrival at New 
York he learned that he had been awarded 
the freedom of New York, “for his splendid 
services to humanity, to the City of New 
York, and to the people of the United States 
over many years,”

Lud GLENAVY presided at, the meeting of 
the Free State Semate yesterday. 

On the final stage of the Creamery Bill, 

sir JOHN KEANE said that a suygestion 
had been made on the previous day in 
certain quarters that he was, perhaps, 
‘willing to wound but afraid to. strike.” 
It was asked why he did not criticise this 


measure When the original eontract was 
entered inte. No occasion for that was 
afiorded at the time. Mr. Hogan, the 


Minister, had suggested that one had no 
alternative to his poliey—and he agreed with 
a great deal of that policy—but that agree- 
ment was sometumes u matter of degree. 

(he Minister's policy undoubtedly, so far 
as milk was concerned, was to establish a co- 
operative monopoly and to entrench that 
monopoly by law. He was in favour’ of co- 
operative monopoly, but: not of one en- 
trenched by law. A co-operative monopoly 
could be made perfectly effective if the 
farmers were loyal co-operators. ‘there was 
no necessity for penal legislation to support 
it, and that was.why he viewed with some 
alarm the introduction of what he might 
call an economic boyeott—that was to say 
that, if the, farmer did not dó something in 
relation to the society, his milk and himself 
should be ostracised. That was, he thought, 
a dangerous provision, which he hoped would 
not form part of their’ final co-operative 
code. 

PREVENTING COMPETITION. 

He disapproved of the granting of power 
definitely to prevent any form of competition 
with the farmers in their Wusiness. e was 
in favour of granting powers enabling 
farmers to put up legislation for themselves 
in connection with their business which, 
of course, would be subject to ratification 
by the Oireachtas. He also thought it would 
he necessary that this co operative machinery 
should in future be» independent of State 
control, and .that the Trish Agricultural 
Organisation Society should he free from 
any form of State’ pressure. That Society 
was, owing to the inadequate support given 
to it by the farmers, dependent on a grant, 
and he should like. to see it totally indepen- 
dent and under the control of the farmers 
themselves. 

THE TIPPERARY CASE. 

Mr. DOWDALL referred to the differences 
with the Tipperary creamery. and suggested 
that, in order that the scheme could be 
amicably launched, Senator Brown, in whom 
they all had confidence and who was 
innocent of the tricks of the Disposals Board, 
should arbitrate in the matter. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, in 
reply, said that somebody’ had to do this 
work. The farmers “would not do it’ for 
themselves, and so it devolved upon the 
Department to set the scheme going. Diffi- 
culties would confront them in the future, 
but in the long run these difficulties would 
be solved, He was hopeful that they were 
going to advance with the experience gained 
in other countries. He was very anxious to 
have the matter finally settled, and to be 
able to say to the dairy farmers of the 
country: “ You can go and make a success 
of this thing or not as you like.’’ 

He believed that, with the -competition 
from Canada, New Zealand and other 
countries, this organisation would be kept 
on its mettle. He believed that there was 
enough initiative and enterprise in this 
country to solve any difficulties that might 
arise as a result of a co-operative monopoly. 
Mistakes would be made, but in time there 
would be no toleration of mistakes. They 
were not going to allow anyone to jump the 
position with proprietary creameries. Until 
the Government policy in the matter was 
carried out they would not allow the posi- 
tion to be bedevilled by any outside firm. 
When these particular people were about 
to- come in they were informed of Govern- 
ment policy, but in spite of that, and 
although they were warned that, 1f neces- 
sary, legislation would be introduced to stop 
their operations, they still came in, and 
that was a significant fact, especially when 
one remembered the temerity and shyness 
of foreign capital coming in,, even to earn 
a dividend. He was satisfied that they 
had an ulterior motive in coming in, and 
they were going out. 

The bill was passed.

| CORK HARBOUR - 
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INQUIRY. 


THE EXPENDITURE IN 
THE PORT. 
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From Our Speciat CORRESPONDbENT, 
CORK, Wednesday, 

The cross-examination of Sir James Lo A 
Secretary and General Manager of the Cor 
Harbour Board, by Mr, Fitzgibbon, K.C., 
oceupied the greater part of the day at the 
resumed sitting of the Rates Advisory Com- 
mittee, Cork, yesterday. The Committee are 
considering the application of the Harbour 
Board to the Department of Industry and 
Commerce for an order under the Harbour, 
Docks and Piers (Temporary Increase of 
Charges) Act, 1920, for power to increase the 
dues on certain classes of shipping. 

Asked about the result of the reduction 
from lis. 8d. to 9d. per ton of import dues 
on wheat for a period of six months in 1925, 
Sir James said that it did not result in a» 
increase of trade. 

Did it result in a logs to the port as com- 
pared with the corresponding six months of 
the preceding year of £2,232 16s. 3d. — Yes. 

And there was a decrease of 10,149 tons 
12 ewts. —Yes. e object in view was 
that flour wag coming in at a cheap rate. 
The Harbour Board was particularly anxious 
to encourage wheat coming in, so that the 
flour could be milled in the country. 

(Juestioned as to recommendations contained 
in Mr. Barry s report, in which it was stated 
that the harbour undertaking was vastly 
over-staffed. in practically every department, 
Sir James said that he did not agree with 
that portion of the report. 

Does the watching department cost £4,200 
a year?’—The whole pons has to be watched. 
— have to kept for the leading 
ights. 

Asked if there was any excess of staff in 

the accountancy department, Sir James re. 
plied that, in his opinion, there was not. 
The dues were collected by shipping com- 
panies for the Harbour Board for the eom- 
panies own convenience. 
, The witness said that he was substantially 
in agreement with Mr. Barry on the question 
of greater supervision and ¢ontrol. He would 
not say that up to reeently there had been 
a great waste of time and of stores. . Men 
lost time for which they were not paid. 

Does not the yard comprise an expenditure 
approximately of £42, & year’—That in- 
cludes all the plant.

Mr. James Price, Harbour Engineer, gave 
evidence of the necessity for improvements 
in the lower harbour for the convenience of 
liners, and the Committee adjourned.

MODERN ROADS. 


_ 


(BY J. S. KILLICK, C.B.E., M.Inst., C.E.) 


The man in the street travelling by car 
over a good modern road’ will give little 
thought to the surface which permits his 
vehicle to travel so quickly and so comfort- 
ably, and. it. is only when driving along a 
disintegrated stretch that curiosity seems to 
be aroused, and the irritating series of jolts 
and bumps jerks out the question-—‘‘ Who 
made this road ?” Following along this line 
of thought back through the centuries’ the 
question arises—‘‘ Who constructed the first 
road ?’’—-a somewhat difficult question to 
answer. An accepted theory, however, is that 
tracks blazed by our neolithic forefathers 
upon the lines or tracks previously made by 
animals were our first endeavour. Succeeding 
generations deviated from the original lines of 
track sufficiently to take advantage of more 
stable ground, always having an eye to the 
defence of their camps and the provision of 
water. Probably even in those days our 
early progenitors, clad in woad or less, com- 
plained of the lack of foresight displayed in 
the alignment of their tracks. Whilst, per- 
haps, the road hog was then unknown, we may 
be sure that the condition of the tracks pro- 
vided even in those far off days a fruitful 
source for complaint. 

It is well-known that with the construc- 
tion of railways our roads fell into dis- 
repair, and for some time it was nol realised 
that roads were as essential to railways as 
water is to the steam engine. 

At the commencement of the 20th century 
a new factor came into play which gave back 
to the road much of its earlier importance 
Those responsible at that time for highway 
maintenance had satisfied reasonably well the 
requirements of the travelling public, but 
with the advent of the motor new problems 
arose in the shape of the dust nuisance and 
the rapid disintegration of water-bound sur- 
faces which had proved satisfactory for many 
years. 

The rapid development of motor transport 
threw a greatly increased burden upon our 
roads, a burden in fact greater than they 
could bear. The surfaces, and even the 
foundations, of the existing macadam roads 
were unable to stand up to the new type of 
traffic which subjected them to the much 
heavier impacts due not only to greater 
weights but to increased speeds. 

THE WIDTH OF NEW ROADS. 

For new arterial roads carrying heavy 
traffic in the neighbourhood of large centres 
of population, there should be sufficient 
width between fences to allow of two 
carriageways, one for up and one for down 
traffic. In the case of such new roads a 
minimum width of 100 feet is suggested. 
Each carriageway should be capable of 
carrying two lines of traffic, with ample foot- 


path accommodation. - Sewers, water, gas, 
electric light, etc., should not be placed 
under the carriageway or footpath, but 


should be placed between the carriageway 
and footpath to allow of easy access. For 
country main roads, an average width of 24 
feet of carriageway has been found sufficient. 

Good alignment is an essential. 

Easy gradients are desirable. 

Great care should be exercised in 
planning of junctions and cross-roads. 

Efficient drainage is necessary if the road 
is to be durable. A strong foundation is 
vital, and last, but not least, a durable sur- 
face must be provided. 

With regard to the junction of roads, I 
am definitely of the opinion that until new 
legislation is passed giving prior right of 
travel to those on main roads and compelling 
those entering such from intersecting roads 
definitely to stop at the junction, so long 
will the appalling accidents which we read 


the 


of every day continue. This system has 
been tried, and if only powers can be 
obtained to enforce this. many lives will be 
saved. 


A modern road surface, if it is to with- 
stand present-day traffic, must be impervious 
to moisture, and must have a surface which 
calls for low tractive effort. Our road 
engineers have, therefore, applied their 
knowledge and-experience to produce a road 
surface which in practice proves to be im- 
pervious to moisture, dustless and conse- 
quently sanitary, and one which will last as 
long as possible, with low initial cost and 
subsequent maintenance charges. 

One of the great difficulties in road con- 
struction is to find a surfacing material 
which contains as small a percentage of voids, 
or air-pockets, as possible; for it is found 
in practice that if the percentage is exces- 
sive the surface will push under traffic and 

failure. i i 
rhe most satisfactory modern road is built 
having regard to these principles. — Stones 
and sands of sizes predetermined to eliminate 
voids are mixed together and held in posi- 


tion with an elastic, tenacious and water- 
proofing material. 


It is general knowledge that the city street 
carrying the greatest number of units of 
trafic per day of any road in the world 
is Fifth Avenue, New York. The pavement 
there has an average life of 22 years, the 
surface consisting of graded stone and sands, 
held together by bitumen of similar nature 
to mexphalte, which has been largely em-

MAINTENANCE OF ROAD 
SURFACES. 


ee > an 


By a SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 

The following .extract from the latest re- 
port of the Chief Roads Engineer on “ The 
Allocation and Expenditure of the £2,000,000 
Loan for Trunk and Main Road Works in 
the Irish Free State” is of special interest 
to ratepayers throughout the country :— 

‘* Maintenance of the new surfaces has 
not been well done in several cases, and 
it is to be feared that there will be a 
considerable diversity of method and 
standard in the upkeep of the new sur- 
faces.”’ 

The South of Ireland Company’s Trinidad 
Lake asphalt roads carry free maintenance 
guarantees of from 5 to 10 years. Their 
methods of maintenance ensure that during 
the entire period of guarantee the road re- 
mains in exactly the same condition as when 
if was originally put down. In 1913 and 
1914 the firm laid 40,000 yards of Trinidad 
Lake asphalt thoroughfares in Cork City. 
These are still in first-class repair. There are 
to-day many asphalt pavements in America 
and Great Britain giving excellent service, 
under heavy traffic conditions, after 20 and 
25: years’ continuous wear. Between 1909 


and 1927 1.500,000,000 square yards (which 


is equivalent to 310,000 acres) of asphalt 
roads were laid down in U.S.A. 

There is only one test by which road 
values can be judged to-day. That is the 


yearly charge represented by capital de- 
preciation, added to annual expenditure. The 
ratio of effective life to cost, ‘plus main- 
tenance, gives one a direct valuation of any 
type of road. 

Traffic has been of such rapid growth, in 
volume, intensity, weight and speed, and 
the corollary development of road construc- 
tion methods so widely ramified that it is 
not always possible exactly to estimate the 
behaviour of any road for any considerable 
period ahead. If traffic should ever approach 
stabilisation, it would be possible to classify 
road types with something approaching pre- 
cision. At present, the best that can be 
done is to base decisions on ‘the experimental 
knowledge so far accumulated, bearing 
always in mind the probability, amounting 
to certainty, of a considerable rapid rise in 
the traffic load. 

For roads which are 
to traffic of even moderate 
available evidence points to asphalt as 
proving, on this essential “‘life for cost” 
basis, the most economical type... In view of 
the constant controversy with regard, 
generally, to the comparative merits of the 
various types cf paving, this statement may 
appear bold; but whatever analysis of costs 
have been made by responsible authorities, 
the results confirm its truth, provided that

Bevond this field, however, there is a 


wider aspect of the maintenance guestion— 
the problem of providing for the increased 
traffic of the future. It is in this respect 


that the greatest care is demanded in the 
estimation of life and maintenance costs. 
Excessive caution may lead to waste of 
much needed funds; unwise optimism Is 
almost certain to lead to continual diffi 
culties, heavy annual repair bills, and 


the necessity for premature 
reconstruction. Here asphalt, with its fully 
documented record of freedom from main- 
tenance charges and its wide range of vary- 
provides a safe solution to the 
difficulty. The engineer, having arrived at 
ar estimate of the probable conditions his 
road is likely to experience, can select a 
type of asphalt which will meet those con- 
siderations, and can, with accuracy, fore- 
east his total expenditure for a period of 
years ahead.

46,000 MILES OF ROADS. 


The Free State highway system is com- 
posed of approximately 8,000 miles Ist and 
2nd grade or trunk roads, and 38,000 miles 
feeder roads. Most of these 
roads were planned and,.laid out by the 
early engineers, with waterbound macadam 
types of construction. These waterbound 
macadam roads, due to the thorough manner 
in which they were originally constructed, 
and after having been compacted by traffic 
for so many years,-are to-day conceded to be 
among the finest in the world, and “while 
they will not stand the abrasion caused by 
rapidly moving vehicles, it is a recognised 
fact that they afford foundations superior to 
any form of modern construction. 

The problem confronting the Free State 
at present is the most satisfactory and 
economical way of preserving these roads, so 
that the original investment can be retained. 
Numerous experiments have been conducted 
with tar, tar bitumen compounds, bituminous 
emulsions, and straight bitumen, all of 
which have shown some degree of success. 
Tar, due to its low melting point, is easy 
to handle, but, due to this same condition, 
the road surface becomes very soft and 
spongy in warm weather, and if subjected to 
heavy traffic while in this condition the road 
surface is soon cut to pieces. Realising the 
defects in tars, it was decided to reinforce 
them with varying percentages of bitumen. 
These tar-hitumen compounds have been used 
with a considerable degree of syccess on 
light traffic roads, but are not entirely satis- 
factory for trunk line highways. Bituminous 
emulsions have also been used, but the chief 
trouble with them is the fact that they 
rarely contain more than 40 or 50 per cent. 
of cementing material, which remains on 
the road surface after the water has 
evaporated, and this small quantity of bitu- 
men is insufficient to hold the stone in place, 
and the road begins to ravel. 

Straight bitumen has been successfully 
used under all kinds of traffic and climatic 
conditions. It is universally used in America, 
where the temperature varies as much as 


órd grade or 


125 degrees Fahrenheit between extremes. 
Fifth Avenue, New York, and Michigan 


Avenue, Chicago, two of the heaviest traffic 
streets in the world, are paved with bitumen, 
and both streets have seen many years of 
service, with very low maintenance costs. 
The streets in Washington, the national 
capital, are also paved with bitumen, and 
some of them have been in constant service 
since 1880, with an average - maintenance 
cost of $d. per square yard per year. 


THE PROBLEM. 


The 38,000 miles of 3rd grade or feeder 
roads is probably the most serious problem 
confronting the highways department to-day, 
because a very large percentage of these roads 
will become list or 2nd grade roads in a 
very short time, due to enormously increas- 
ing use of motor transportation. To adopt 
the higher type of bituminous construction 
for these roads would be impossible from a 
financial standpoint, so the engineer must 
use some form of surface dressing that will 
prove both serviceable and economical, Cer- 
tain consistencies of hitumen have been used 
on this class of road with absolute satisfac- 
tion, but the chief difficulty les in the fact 
that they must be heated to a relatively high 
temperature before application. This, of 
course, costs both time and money. 

There has recently been placed on fhe 
market a colloidal bitumen, which can be 
used cold. The product is niether an emul- 
sion nor a tar-blend, and is said to contain 
hetween 70 and 72 per cent. of cementing 
material which remains on the road; surface 
after the carrying agent has evaporated, this 
cementing material being pure bitumen of 
approximately 100 penetration consistency. 
The ease with which this bituthen can be 
used, together with the high percentage of 
cementing material it contains, should prove 
a most convenient and ecoriomical surface 
dressing, and one peculiarly adapted to suit 
the conditions in the Irish Free State. 

With this cold colloid bitumen, bituminous 
macadam can be prepared on the job by 
using an ordinary concrete mixer, with conse- 
quent great saving in time, cost of heating, 
haulage of prepared macadam from plaut to 
site, etc. 


SLIPPERY ROADS.

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The Ministry of Transport announces that 
a deputation laa by the National 
liorse Association waited upon the Minister 
of Transport, After receiving the deputa- 
tion, which was headed by Sir Walter 
tilbey, the Minister was unexpectedly 
called away, and the deputation laid their 
views before Mr. Piggott, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Roads Department and Colonel 
Bressey, Chief Engineer. 

The object of the deputation, which com- 
prised delegates from 36 societies, was to re- 
port the unanimous feeling of all societies iv. 
terested in the use of roads by horses, live- 
stock and motors that the majority of pre- 
sent-day roads are dangerous and slippery to 
all forms of transport. With a view to find- 
ing a practical solution the Slippery Roads 
Committee was inaugurated by the National 
Horse Association, with instructions to dis- 
cover the best possible non-slip surface. This 
committee, after obtaining extensive informa- 
tion from all parts of the country as to what 
roads had proved satisfactory, had made per- 
sonal inspection and experiments as to the 
capabilities of the recommended roads. The 
committee recommended three processes for 
first-class roads with heavy traffic, and gene- 
ral advice as to the treatment of second-class 
and other roads. The deputation invited the 
approval of the Minister of Transport, and 
asked him to use his best endeavours to in- 


test.

We announce that the King, advised by 
a commission of bishops, has accepted 
Dr. Randall Davidson's resignation of the 
See of Canterbury. The resignation will 
take effect on November 12th—the fiftieth 
anniversary of Dr. Davidson’s marriage 
to the daughter of Archbishop Tait. He 
was appointed Archbishop of Canterbury 
in 1903, and so can claim the longest 
tenure of that lofty office since the 
Reformation. In spite of the fact—or, 
perhaps, because of it—that his retire- 
ment finds the Church of England 
bewildered in counsel and torn by dis- 
sension, Dr. be counted 
among the great archbishops. During 
recent years only an autocrat could have 
composed, or, at least, suppressed, the 
Church's doctrinal controversies; and 
Lambeth is not the Vatican. Yet 
may believe that, if Dr. Davidson had not 
been Archbishop of Canterbury since 
1903, the Church's state to-day “would

We think 
that the whole English people will 
endorse the suggestion, made by The Times, 
that Dr. Davidson's services ought to be 
retained in the House of Lords. The 
precedent of a life peerage the 
retiring Primate would be an easy and 
popular beginning of the long-delayed 
reform of the Upper Chamber. It might 
be followed by the admission of other men 
of proved statesmanship—whether heads 
of Churches or ex-Viceroys or ex-leaders 
-of the great trade unions. 

Dr, Davidson was eighty in April. The 
Earl of Balfour was eighty on Tuesday, 
and the occasion has provoked a notablo 
tribute of esteem from English politicians 
of every party. In the same year— 
1874—the Primate was ordained and Mr. 
Balfour entered Parliament. A Plutarchian 
parallel avould dwell upon many similari- 
ties in the two men—their gifts of states- 
manship, their scholarship and urbanity, 
the magnanimous temperament that has 
kept political and ecclesiastical contro- 
versy on a high plane. For fifty years 
Lord Balfour has been a central figure 
in his ¢ountry’s affairs, and, like Ulysses, 
he can say, “I am a part of all that I 
have met.’’ He has wide knowledge, vast 
experience, and, thanks to a certain detach- 
ment which is more philosophical than 
cynical, to his elasticity of mind, and to

Re- 
viewing on Tuesday, at the British 
Academy, his half century of public life, 
Lord Balfour was impressed most pro- 
foundly by the almost appalling growth 
of human knowledge during that period. 
Bentley, the greatest scholar of the 
eighteenth century, wished to live to 
eighty in order that he might make him- 
self master of all the knowledge of his 
time. Then, perhaps, the feat might have 
been possible for a Bentley. Now Lord 
Balfour, eminent in statesmanship and 
philosophy, finds himself a wondering 
child on the shore of an illimitable sea. 
He might have made another reflection— 
how inevitably character and good intent 
survive and subdue the passions of human 
strife. It is hard to believe that this 
universally honoured man ever was 
Ireland's “ Bloody Balfour.”’ 


The New Turkey. 


Nothing in the post-war history of the 
world has been more remarkable than the 
advance of the Turkish Republic. Turkey 
was defeated thoroughly in the field. Her 
armies were demoralised after the long 
campaigns in Mesopotamia, Palestine and 
elsewhere, and when peace came the 
dangers of a violent upheaval were very 
Hardly had peace been declared, 
however, when the Turkish Army was re- 
quired once more to take up arms. The 
Greek attack on Asia Minor was as un- 
provoked as it was futile; but it prob- 
ably was the best thing that ever 
happened for Turkey, it gave 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha a chance to come

to the fore. 
absolute dictator, more despotic in his 
rule-even than Signor Mussolini. He has 
determined to transform Turkish society 
from top to bottom, and the progress that 
has been made has been surprising. Turkey 
no longer is Europe’s sick man. Old 
customs and prejudices have been eradi- 
cated ; European ideas have been planted 
in the people’s minds, and the emancipa- 
tion of women from the trammels of the 
Muslim law has wrought a revolution in 
the land. For all these reforms Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha is solely responsible. | He 
has supplied the driving force, and has 
infected thousands of other young Turks 
with some of his own enthusiasm. He 
bas broken for ever with secular tradi- 
tion in an endeavour to place his country 
on the same plane of progress with the 
other countries of Europe. Turkey to-day 
is a renascent Power. She has recovered 
confidence in herself and in her future, 
and henceforward will be likely to play an 
increasingly important part in the affairs 
of the Western, as well as of the Eastern, 
world. 

The new Turkey has kept away from the 
League of Nations—largely, one suspects, 
because Kemal is anxious to keep on good 
terms with Soviet Russia. Standing on 
the border of Europe and Asia, she is in a 
peculiarly favourable position, and at 
present Kemal is dividing his activities 
between ag Asiatic and a European policy. 
In Asia he is fostering friendship with 
Persia, Afghanistan and Russia. Formerly 
Russia was the deadly enemy of the 
Turks, but the advent of the 
Bolsheviks a complete change has come 
over the situation. During the Turko 
Greek war of 1922 Moscow backed Angora 
with money and munitions, and since that 
time the relations between the two 
capitals have been very close, although 
Kemal has set his face resolutely against 
all forms of Communism. Persia and 
Afghanistan, which also are Mohammedan 
Powers, are being nursed carefully. Kemal 
seems to be determined to become a kind 
of over-lord of Islam, and already has 
managed to consolidate Turkey's position 
throughout the Middle East, In Europe 
he has not had such conspicuous success. 
Turkey’s relations with Italy were very 
frigid for a long period. Signor 
Mussolini’s outspoken statements regard- 
ing Italy’s need of expansion in Asia 
Minor aroused much resentment in 
Angora; but last year there was a vast 
improvement which culminated in the con- 
clusion of a pact of non-aggression between 
Kema] and Signor Mussolini. Since the 
signing of this pact Italy’s influence in 
Turkey has been increasing, largely at 
the expense of France, with whom the 
Turks have been squabbling concerning 
the Syrian frontier. _ Under Italian in- 
fluence Turkey yet may become a strong 
force in European affairs; but at the 
moment. Angora is wavering between 
Rome and Moscow, and until Kemal 
decides whether he will work with Italy or

The World’s Shipping. 


The new edition of Lloyd’s Register 
provides interesting data concerning the 
recovery of the nations from the maritime 
destruction of the Great War. To-day 
Great Britain and Ireland possess 862,000 
more tonnage than in 1914, while the 
Dominions possess 2,750,000 tons, as com- 
pared with 1,632,000 tons in 1914. France 
has nearly double her tonnage, and Italy 
and Japan have more than double their 
tonnage of the last year of peace; but 
the most remarkable increase has taken 
place under the Stars and Stripes. In 
1914 the United States possessed 2,027,000 
tons of sea-going shipping; to-day they 
possess. over eleven million tons. Only 
one great country has a smaller marine 
than before the war. Germany's tonnage 
in 1914 was over five millions; to-day it 
has not recovered to the measure of four 
millions. British shipping now is but 30 
per cent. of the world’s total, although 
before the world war it was 41 per cent. 
On the other hand, the British mercantile 
marine excels in the quality of its tonnage. 
Of 407 ships of 10,000 tons and over now 
afloat, 232 are under the British flag. 
Moreover, nearly a quarter of British 


shipping is less than five years old.

Spain have only 10 per cent. of relatively 
}new shipping. Much more remarkable is 
the mercantile proportion of new shipping 
in the United States mercantile fleets. 
Only three tons in a hundred of United 
States shipping have come from the yards 
in’ the last five years. This shows that 
the immense spurt in American ship- 
“building immediately after the war was 
‘illusory. If the United States have eleven 
tons to-day for every two tons in 1914, 
they are not keeping their vessels up-to- 
date; their ships are ageing. Sailing 
ships now are less than three per cent. 
of the world’s shipping, and Great Britain 
and Ireland have but 18,400 tons under 
sails. Motor tonnage now is nearly a 
tenth as large as steam tonnage. Of the 
ships flying the Danish, Swedish and 
Norwegian flags more than a third are 
driven by motors. During the last few 
years electrically-driven vessels have 


appeared. 


Four “Grand Slams.’’ 


Twice in the history of auction bridge 
four “grand slams’’ are said to have 
been dealt in a single deal. This 
happened once in fact and once in 
America. The authenticated case occurred 
recently in the United Berkeley Club, 
Knightsbridge. A city business man and 
three women had reached the second 
hand of the first rubber. The cards, 
which had been used in several games, 
were shuffled, cut and dealt in the 
ordinary manner. 
he had a complete suit of hearts and 
called a “grand slam’’; the second 
dealer bid seven spades. This bid could 
not be surpassed by the third and fourth 
players, and all hands were put down. 
It then was manifest that every player 
had a complete suit—hearts, spades, 
diamonds and clubs respectively. The 
secretary of the club was summoned to 
examine the hands, and his statement is 
verified by a bystander, who had watched 
the whole proceedings. Thus the 
occurrence of the prodigy is well 
authenticated, and that which could be 
expected to occur only once in millions of 
millions of deals has come to pass in our 
day. With the help of a book of 
logarithms, ‘‘factorial 52°’ can be 
extracted by those of mathematical mind, 
and the precise chances against a re- 
currence of this remarkable deal will be 
revealed. Alternately, the hopeful “can 
follow the experimental method, and set 
to shuffiling and dealing until they repeat 
the wonder. They will be almost as 
likely to satisfy their curiosity as was the 
old gentleman who planted an acorn in 
order to ascertain by experiment whether 
the oak would live for a thousand years.

Having definitely determined to leave to his 
successor the work of preparation for the 
next Lambeth Conference, remarks Jhe 
Timex editorially, Dr. Davidson has con- 
sulted the best interests of the Church to 
the last in choosing the present month for the 
formal announcement of his resignation.

So sang an Eton poet more than thirty 
years ago, and it is a profound truth, too 
often forgotten by those who cling to high 
office, that a great change of this kind may, 
in effect, be postponed for a whole year by 4 
delay of two or three months. In the pre- 
sent case it is a change entirely without pre- 
cedent. The personal sacrifice involved— 
the sacrifice not only of a position 
of immense influence and dignity, but of that 
intimate touch with public affairs, which is 
the most powerful motive in keeping men at 
work beyond their time—cannot have been 
lightly made. It is entirely characteristic of 
the Archbishop’s whole life, that he should 
so have arranged matters as to assist to the 
utmost the heavy task of those who come 
after him. 

This is not the moment to write at length 
of Dr. Davidson’s great services to the 
Church and to the nation; for his withdrawal 
from Lambeth, though announced this morn- 
ing, is not to take effect until November, and 
it is much to be hoped that his services mav 
still be rendered available for consultation 
and debate by the simple method of retaining 
him as a member of the House of Lords. 
Since that suggestion was first put forward, 
there has been abundant evidence of its 
universal popularity. But the moment is 
certainly not inopportune for reminding the 


perhaps, especially those who have differed 
from his Prayer-book policy—that a move- 
ment is afool to recognise this annus mira- 
bilis, which comprises at once his twenty- 
fifth year as Primate, his eightieth birthday, 
and his golden wedding, by a public tribute 
on a day which will now just precede his 
abandonment of the historic house in which 
so many years of his life have been spent.

HIS SUCCESSOR, 


ARCHBISHOP OF YORK MAY 
GO TO CANTERBURY. 
FRoM THE CENTRAL NEws. 

LONDON, Wednasday. 


The retirement of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury has given rise to inevitable 
speculation regarding the changes which 
follow. It is understood that the 
Archbishop of York wil] be offered Canter- 
bury. . 

It is believed that Dr. Cosmo Gordon 
Lang, who has been at York for twenty 
years and is 63, will accept and go to 
Lambeth Palace in due course.

Dr. Randall Thomas Davidson, who 
celebrated his 80th birthday on April-7th, 
was the son of Henry Davidson, of Muir- 
house, Edinburgh, a land owner of Scot- 
land, who was a Presbyterian. 

While at Harrow the future Primate 
met with an accident, receiving a charge 
of shot at the bottom of his spine. As a 
result he has had to contend throughout 
life with physical disability. 

It was in March, 1874, that the future 
Primate was ordained at St. Mark's. 
Kennington, with a son of Archbishop 
Tait, and his first curacy was at Dartford, 
Kent. 


NURSED SMALLPOX PATIENT. 

During an epidemic. of smallpox at 
Dartford, a man named Coleman became 
a victim, and, as there was a scarcity of 
skilled nurses, Randall Davidson nursed 
him through his illness. 

On February 21, 1875, Mr. Davidson 
was ordained to the priesthood by Arch 
bishop Tait, and from 1877 to 1882 he was

Mr. Justice Johnston, in his judgment, said 
that the Royal Hibernian Military School 
was created by letters patent from the Crown 
on the 4th September, 1871. The corpora-

the charter which Jimited the work to the 
male children of soldiers. The only condi- 
tion imposed upon the trustees was that no 
child should be received into any school or 
institution of the corporation unless a certi- 
ficate was received from some credible person 
that such child was the child “ of a non-com- 
missioned officer or soldier of the line, or of a 
non-commissioned officer or soldier, deceased 

_ or discharged.’” The predecessor in title of 
thé corporation was the Hibernian Society 
in Dublin, created by a patent of 14th July, 
1769, ‘‘ for maintaining, educating and appren- 
ticing the orphans and children of soldiers in 

. dveland for ever.” Successive patents were 
issues in 1808, 1819, and 1846, creating in 
each case a corporation for the carrying out 
ei similar purposes and objects. On the oc- 
casion of the issue of each patent, the pre- 
vious patent was voiuntarily surrendered 
by the corporation. Each patent was duly 
enrolled in the Chancery of Ireland, and the 
patent of 1871—the last—empowered the 
trustees to erect schools and other institu- 
tions in Ireland as might be judged to be 
most convenient. 

There ‘were frequent references to this 

.. society in the Irish statutes of the Georges. 
The original intention was to build an hos- 
pital for the care of the children of soldiers, 
and sums of £5.000, £4,000 and £35,251 were 
voted by the Irish Parliament in the years 
1765, 1767 and 1770, respectively From the 
years 1777 to 1800 sums ranging from £1,000 
to £2,000 yearly were voted for the support 
and maintenance of the instituticn. That 

raetice was followed by the Imperial Par- 
iament. The practice of making a grant of 
money for the institution was discontinued by 
the Government of the Irish Free State. 

The judgment of Mr Justice Murnaghan, 
that the objects and purposes of the charity 
carried on by the Royal Hibernian 
Military. School had failed, and that 
the corporate property of the charity 
ought to he applied cy prés, and that 
there should be a reference to chambers to 
settle a scheme or schémes for such an appli- 
cation of the property, relieved him from the 
necessity of considering many of the ques- 
tions raised on the present application. 

SECRETARY OF STATE’S CLAIM. 

As regards the claim of His Majesty's 
Secretary of State for War, he need only 
say that the defendant corporation was an 
Irish corporation, and that its. charitable 
work and the administration of it were in- 
tended to be carried on, and were actually 
carried on, in Ireland. The local habitation 
of the corporation was the Phenix Park, in

ament, and that Parliament, so long as it 
existed, contributed generously to the @arry- 
ing on of the charity. -The. corporate \pro- 
perty, of which he was now called upor to 
Serer. was entirely in this country, and\ it 
had its origin entirely in the benevolence of 
persons resident and domiciled in Ireland . 

In applying the corporate property of this 
charity cy prés therefore, he felt that he 
had no alternative but to apply it cy prée for 
the»carrying on of some charitable work in 
this country. 

He was ‘relieved from the necessity of de- 
ciding in regard to the application of the 
Minister of Finance of Northern Ireland, 
whether or not that governmental area should 
participate in the distribution of this pro- 
perty by the fact that no charitable organi- 
sation in Northern Ireland had made any 

" cláim. The argument addressed to him by 
Mr. Overend, that he should follow the 
principle enunciated by Solomon, and cut the 
child in two, handing over one-half to the 
Northern Government, was unsustainable in 
law. Whatever sanction there might be jn 
Holy Writ for such an expedient, there was 
no colour of ground for it in the modern law 
as to charities.

His friend, Colonel A. L. Y. Willis, late 
of the 60th Rifles, described a midnight 
dash from London to the New Forest after 
suspecting that all was not well with the 
Major. He said that on Tuesday last week 
he received a letter from the Major, giving 
no address, asking him to ring up the Major's 
secretary for a cigarette case and other 
articles which were for him. I was rather 
suspicious about this, said Colonel Willis, 
because it arrived with other letters for 
relatives which were posted at the club. 1 
took it that he might be disposing of his 
property in view of his death. I received 
a telephone message from another man, who 
had heard from the Major, saying that. he 
would be found at Stoney Cross. I came 
down and arrived at 12.30 a.m. to find the 
Major in bed and asleep. 

When I woke him He seemed depressed. 
and I tried to persuade him to come back. 
Then he aid up a bit, and gave me his 
word of honour that he would come back the 
next, oe About two hours later I returned 
to London. Colonel Willis added that Major 
Purcell was depressed because of his health. 

Major John Bowyer Birde, of Buttevant, 
County Cork, a brother-in-law, said Major 
Purcell was badly wounded during the war, 
having had part of a bone in ‘his leg shot 
away, and he had had gome twelve operations.

dalk, on May 16, 1927. 

Chief Superintendent. Maher, examined by 
Mr. Carrigan, K.C., said that he was in 
charge of Louth, and on April 7 he came 
into contact with the case, when the prisoner 
was detained in D Prison. He took a 
statement from the accused: man. In it he 
said, after being cautioned, that on May 16 
he got up about half-past eight and was told 
to get the car for the priest, and he did so; 
Mary Callan was not there. He afterwards 
ut up the car, and went into the coal house. 
e was working in the garden, and after- 
wards she told him to go out; but. he did not 


——-| her, and he did not see her again. 


He went into his room te read a book, and 
‘afterwards went for milk, and Father 
McKeone arrived at the station and he drove 
him home. He had heard Father McKeone 
speaking in an angry tone to Mary before 
he left. In continuing his statement Toal 
said that he had not seen Mary Callan 
afterwards. 

Mr. Carrigan—Did you ask him to point 
out the place he said he was working in the 
garden ’—Yes. 

Witness indicated the spot on the map. 

DIGGING IN THE GARDEN. 

On ‘May 23 were you in charge of police 
who were digging im Father McKeone’s 
| garden ?— Yes. 

Did you come across something ?—Portivn 
of a woman's clothing which was afterwards 
identified by Miss Gallagher as having 
belonged to Mary Callan. 

To Mr. Roe—The accused man had made 
two statements. At first he did not give 
the accused man any caution. 

You questioned and cross-questioned him? 
—I questioned him. 

And put down what he said in reply ’— Yes. 

You asked him to show you the spot at 
which he had been working 7— Yes, and he 
did so. 

He indicated an area, not a particular 
spot ?—Yes. 

How long did your interview with him 
occupy ’—About an hour. ake 

Guard Bahilly gave evidence of visiting 
the house with other officers and entering 
the yard by the back gate. It was dark at 
about 8 p.m., and a light having been pro- 
cured, the prisoner was in the room, and he 
saw him standing beside the window. At 
the fireplace he found it full up with ashes. 

Did you find anything there?—Yes, some 
burned material—it might be burned sacking. 

Were the ashes hot ?—Yes, quite hot. I 
asked Toal what had been burning, and he 
said: “I was burning some of my old 
clothes.” 

To Mr. Roe—When you asked him what 
was burnt in the grate did he say: ' Í was 
burning eld clothes and paper? — Yes. 

FIND IN ASHPIT. 

Superintendent Hunt, of the Detective De- 
partment of the Depét, said that on May 
22nd he was with a search party at Father 
McKeone’s at the garden, and there in the 
ashpit they found" portion of a woman's 
bicycle—the bottom bracket (produced). He 
described the finding of other articles. 

On May 24th witness had an interview 
with Toal at Dundalk Jail, and told him he 
was about to question him about Mary 
Callan’s disappearance. 1 told him I had 
these clothes, and asked him did he know 
them. Without looking at them, he said: 
“I do not.”’. I showed him the watch found, 
and he said that he bought it from a man 
for 6d., and he did not know the man’s 
name. 

Did he afterwards make a statement and 
sign it ?—Yes 

fr. Roe—Did you say that “ things would 
be made easier for him if he told all he 
knew’’?—I did not. á 

Mr. Carrigan read the statement, which 
mentioned that Father McKeone asked him 
where he got the bicycle parts of his machine 
and which were the parts of Mary Callan’s 
bicycle. The accused men denied that they 
were parts of her bicycle, but that he 
had stolen a bicycle at Williams, of Dundalk, 
with a companion, and that he used the por- 
tions he stole, and put them into his room, 
where they were found by Father McKeone. 

You remember the arrival of the Dublin 
Fire Brigade ?— Yes. 

THE SACK. 

They were on constant duty at the quarry ?

And you examined the contents of the sack 
afterwards ?7— Yes. 

How was it tied?—Tied by the mouth. 
There were three pieces of stuff like a shirt 
tying up the sack, and a smaller piece was 
loose around the neck of the sack. 

Did you send for the doctors?—Yes; at 
that time the head of the body was down- 
wards, as far as I could see. There were 
shoes and stockings, and about three stone 
weight of stones. The body was almost quite 
naked. 

Witness produced the sack. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Was the sack then, 
with the portions of the body, in the shape 
of a sack ’—Yes. Witness reconstructed the 
sack as it appeared when discovered. 

What size were the shoes found on the 
body? Witness produced the shoes. 

Under. your direction did the pumping con- 
tinue until Sunday, June 3rd—Yes; and 
afterwards a shirt with one sleeve was dis- 
covered. 

Is it the same material as that of the 
shirt sleeve with which the sack was tied ?— 
Yes. 

Witness described the tyres of the bicycle 
which were on the prisoner’s bicycle, and 
said that some of the material found in the 
quarry corresponded with stuff found in the 
garden. 

When did you arrest Toal?—On June 4th. 

At this point the jury, accompanied by the 
Judge and counsel, proceeded to the hall of 
the Court and viewed the various articles 
which had been identified. 

MIGS GALLAGHER’S EVIDENCE. 

Miss Margaret Gallagher, who lived about 
three miles from the parochial house, said 
that she knew Mary Callan very well—was 
a close and intimate friend of hers, and 
saw her always at least once a week. 
They were often out cycling together, and 
sometimes would take her place as house- 
keeper to Father McKeone. Mary Callan 
was tall, but not stout, and they sometimes 
slept together overnight. Witness was well 
acquainted with her wardrobe. 

Mr. Carrigan—Did you also know the 
prisoner ’—Y es. 

On what terms was Toal with Mary 
Callan?—They were cool. Witness men- 
tioned occasions when an unfriendly attitude 
was shown by the accused man. ey were 
sometimes so cool that they did not speak. 

When asked to act as a substitute for 
Mary Callan you were not on unfriendly 
terms with Toal’?—No. 

When at dinner did they speak ’—No. 

Witness identified the portions of a shirt 
which, had been found in the quarry as 
portion of a shirt belonging to the prisoner, 
and which had. been ironed by Mary Callan 
and witness. When she asked ‘the prsoner 
dd he know when Mary left he said that 
he did nof; that he went to the garden to 
work. ! 

Did you examine her room’—Yes; and 
found a lot of. her clothes missing, including 
overcoats, on óne of which there was fur. 

Look at these (producing remnants of 
ciothing found by the police in the garden)— 
What á you say’—I identify them as part 
of Mary's. 

You have no doubtf—No doubt whatever. 

Witness identified other portions of a dress 
dug up and some fourtd in the sack as having 
belonged to the deceased woman.

Mr. Justice Hanna—After you went as 
substitute to Father McKeone were vou op 
friendly terms with Toal ?—Not unfriendly. 

THE DEFENCE. 

The case for the prosecution having closed, 

Mr. Roe, in opening the defence, said that 
he did not propose to comment at the moment 
on the details of the evidence; but he did 
propose to comment on the disgraceful way 
in which the case had been presented. They 
had had produced before them on the pre- 
vious day a witness named James Quinn, who 
had told them a deliberately fabricated story 
with regard to having seen Toal employed in 
the slaughter-house at Artane. That was a 
story of damnable lies that bad not been 
checked by any inquiries at Artane. He did 
not think he ever heard of a more disgraceful 
thing than the way in which the case had 
been presented, for half-an-hour’s inquiry 
would have proved that it was false. — 

Mr. Carrigan protested against this mode 
of address being persisted in, as no witness 
had been cross-examined about the methods 
of the prosecution. Superintendent Hunt, the 
officer responsible for the prosecution, was 
allowed to leave the witness chair without a 
question being put to him about the methods 
adopted. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he did not 
think Mr Roe was exceeding his privilege as 
counsel. His comment was that the State 
had submitted the evidence of Quinn without 
calling amy witness from Artane. 

Mr. Carrigan—I say that Mr. Roe deli- 
berately refrained from  cross-examining 
Quinn, and 1 will, if necessary, ask leave 
to give rebutting evidence. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—We will deal with that 
question when it arises. I think Mr. Roe 
is entitled to put it to the jury that no 
Artane evidence was called. 

COUNSEL AND WITNESS. : 

Mr. Roe—All I suggest is that Quinn 
has given perjured evidence. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—The jury may believe 
Quinn, and you are entitled, if you like, to 
rely mainly upon his evidence. But there 
is other evidence. | 

Mr. Boe said that the jury might, of course, 
believe Quinn; but it was only one incident 
in the case. He submitted that the prose- 
cution had not sustained the case put forward 
by Mr. Carrigan for the State. : 

Mr.’ Connolly, teacher at Artane, in reply 
to Mr. Roe, said that he remembered the 
prisoner coming there, but he did not bring 
the records with him. 

Mr. Carrigan contended that the records 
should be produced. 

The witness said that was to teach the 
prisoner reading and writing. — . 

Mr. Justice tanna—The question is: where 
did you see him working’? Did you ever see 
him working at butcher work’—Never. I saw 
him working in the kitchen. 

Mr. Carrigan said that he charged that the 
record of this boy had been cloaked, because 
the name of Artane had to be mentioned. It 
was a public matter, and he asked that 
Superintendent Hunt be recalled to show what 
had occurred. The Artane authorities had 
undertaken to produce all the necessary docu- 
ments and records. That appeared to be 
withdrawn. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I purpose issuing a 
subpeena to the authorities of Artane to pro- 
duce all the necessary documents and records 
essential. 

Mr. Carrigan—-I would ask your loraship te 
include the name of Martin Joyce. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I will issue subpenas 
to the President of Artane and to Martin 
Joyce to be here at 10 o’clock in the morning. 
with all the necessary documents applicable 
to the case. 

JOSEPH McARDLE’S EVIDENCE. 

Joseph McArdle, in reply to Mr. Roe, said 
that he knew Mary Callan. and was engaged 
to her. He desertbed conversations he had 
beard with her. She said that she would give 
notice to Father McKeone, and that she 
wrnted to stay at home with her mother 
until things were settled up. She kept new 
time and he kept old time, and spoke about 
Jerry not coming home in time for his dinner. 
On one occasion witness said that he was with 
Jerry, and Jerry said, “Come here and [ll 
show you a trick to break a fellow’s neck.” 
(A laugh.) 

Mr. Carrigan—Is this your witness, Mr. 
Roe? (A laugh.) 

Crogs-examined by Mr. Carnmgan, ‘witness 
said that Mary Callan was in every 1espect a 
good, respectable girl. Toal was sullen and 
morose. Mary was quite satisfied with her 
position with Father McKeone. 

Witness said that while talking with Toal 
about the big fight with Dempsey loal said 
that he would show me how he couid hreak a 
mans neck no matter how strong he was, 
and he put his arm round my neck to show 
me. 

Mr. Carrigan—You have heard of ju-jitsu? 
—Yes; it was like that, and he showed me 
more. ! 

You had never seen anything like this 
before ?—No. 

The further hearing of the case was 
adjourned until 10 o clock this morning. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley White, 
K.C. (instructed by tne Chief State Solicitor), 
prosecuted. 

Mr. P. J. Roe (instructed by Mr. Thomas 
Teevan, Dundalk) defended.

Addressing Edward Turley and James 
Joseph Ward, who were convicted of burglary 
at the jewellery premises of David W. Corry. 
11 Royal avenue, Belfast, and the theft of 
rings and jewellery to the value of £3,200, 
Lord Justice Best, at the Belfast Commission 
yesterday, said that if the prisoners were in- 
clined to give information which would lead 
to the recovery of some of the goods, possibly 
a difference would be made in the sentence.

would have sentenced each of them to five 
years’ penal servitude, but owing to thé fact 
that a great deal of the property had been 
recovered he would make it three years’ penal 
servitude.

Dr. Davidson has always shown during 


his Primacy great tact and high qualities 
of leadership. These have never been 


} demons more strikingly than in his 


wise guidance of the. Church through the 
difficult situation created by the proposals 
for a revised Prayer-book, culminating in 
the rejection by the House of Commons 
of two successive Prayer-book measures. 

Few proposals in the modern history of 
the Anglican Church revealed such sharp 
divisions of opinion, and the manner in 
which Dr. Davidson held the extremes to- 
gether evoked the admiration of people 
of all shades of thought. 

It is known that Dr. Davidson had set 
his heart upon the settlement of this 
diffeult problem before he laid down the 
Primacy. Always he showed splendid 
courage, and, even when the House of 
Commons rejected for the second time the 
measure which would have placed the 
seal upon many years of anxious, 
laborious work, he called the bishops 
together immediately to consider the way 
out of the difficalt situation which hi 
arisen. Always he has counselled and 
striven for unity in the Church. 

“My dreams for the world I shall soon 
be leaving are rich in hope,” stated tiie 
Primate in his last published plea for the 
new Book before its rejection. “ My heart- 
felt prayer is that ere I say my Nwne 
Dimittis I may somehow—and not least 
by our new Book—be helpful to the 
younger folk.” | 

The bishops will meet once more under 
the leadership of the Primate to consider 
this matter before he lays down his office, 
the private conference called a few 
weeks ago having been adjourned until 
September.

MENTS. 
(BEFORE JUDGE SEALY.) 

The hearing was opened of the appeal by 
the Good Shepherd Convent, Waterford, 
against the assessments of the Commissioner 
of Valuation on property of the community 
in Waterford. 

Mr. A. F. Blood, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Eugene Sheehy (instructed by Mr. Peter 
O’Connor, solicitor, Waterford), appeared for 
the Good Shepherd Convent, Waterford, 
appellants, said that his clients withdrew the 
objection to the valuations that they were 
excessive. They admitted that the Commis 
sioner of Valuaion had acted with considera- 
tion and they made no complaint about the 
way in which they had been treated. But 
they claimed that all the properties in 
question were entitled to exemption on 
charitable grounds. The convent and gate 
lodge were valued at £218, the Magdalen 
Asylum at £140, the laundry at £100, farm 
buildings at £36, lands at £61, and offices and 
land at £18. They claimed exemption from 
rates for all these, as well as for the industrial 
school, which was valued at £250, and the 
chapel, which was valued at £250, and which 
were already exempt. 

THE DE LA SALLE CASE. 

Counsel submitted that the case was 
governed by the judgment in the De La 
Salle case. The laundry was worked by 
some 190 women under the direction of some 
30 nuns. The other nuns worked in the 
industrial school, in which there were children 
uver six years, in respect of whom a State 
grant was paid, and children under six. in 
respect of whom no grant was paid. The 
whole institution was conducted as a charity, 
and whatever money was received for laundry 
work done for the outside public went into 
the common fund, and was devoted to the 
charitable purposes of the institution. The 
convent was the residence of the nuns 
engaged in the industrial school and the 
laundry. 

In reply to the Judge, Mr. Blood said that 
unless it could be shown that there was 
some contribution from the parents and 

iardians of the children under six in the 
industrial school, or friends of the women 
employed in the laundry, the case was 
analogous with the De La Salle case, 

NUNS’ DOWRIES. 

Evidence was given for the appellants by 
the Very Rev. Canon Prendergast, P.P., 
Rallybricken. and the Rev. Martin Dooley, 
P.P., Kilsheehan, both of whom stated that 
they had intimate knowledge of the institution 
for a very long period. They said that the 
dowries of nuns was invested and could be 
withdrawn by the owners if they decided to 
leave the community; but the interest from 
the investments went towards the upkeep of 
the institution. The nuns were bound by 
vows of poverty, chastity and obedience, and 
received no money consideration for their 
services. The produce of the farm was used 
in the institution. The deficit on the working 
of the institution was made up by the 
)roceeds of the collection and donations and 
equests 

Mr. O'Connor, solicitor, gave evidence 
showing the receipts and expenditure under 
different heads. The statement showed a 
deficit of over £3,000 for the year 1925, 
when the statement was compiled ‘by him 
on information supplied by the Rev. Mother. 

CHARITABLE WORK, 

Mr. T. 8. McCann, K.C., who, with 
Mr. George O’Conor (instructed by Mr. P. 
Coll) appeared for the Commissioner of 
Valuation, said that there was no one who 
realised more than the’ Commissioner of 
Valuation did the splendid charitable work 
that was being done by this community, and 
he hoped the attitude of the Commissioner in 
having to put the side of the other rate- 
payers before the Court would not be mis- 
understood. 
rules, and it was the Commissioner’s duty to 
administer the law as he found it. er- 
sonally, he (Mr. McCann) also wished to 
testify to the good work done by the sister 
institutions at High Park and Gloucester 
street, Dublin. Having said that he would 
deal with the legal aspect of the case, and he 
would submit that until there was some legis- 
lation. or until the Supreme Court overruled 
the authorities dealing with the subject, his 
Lordship had no choice but to hold that the 
convent was rated. 

THE LAUNDRY. 

Referring to the laundry, Mr. McCann said 
that if it was going to be established that 
people who were carrying on a commercial 
undertaking for the purpose of charity in 
competition, in ordinary trade, with the ordi- 
nary citizen, who had to support a wife and 
family, and do his best with his trade. could 
be free from the burden of rates while the 
ordinary citizen had to bear the burden of 
rates, that seemed to be going against the 
spirit, if not the letter, of the preamble to 
the Valuation Acts. It seemed to him that 
it would tend towards fairness and uni- 
formity to fit the burden, so that every- 
body’s back would bear a little.of it. As 
regards the asylum in which the girls lived, 
he was glad jm say that they were not press- 
ing the clai or rates, —. 

Mr. Sheehy, having replied, the Judge 
said that he would give judgment when he 
next sat in Waterford in October.
